| be made in leas than two seconds 


after the ball is put in play. The 
kicker ordinarily stands eight to 


twelve yards behind the center. 
After receiving the ball he quickly 
adjusts tt in his hands so that the 
long axis is vertical or tipped 
slightly to the rear, lacings to the 
front. He then drops the ball 
earefully, so that it will reach the 
ground in this position. As it 
touches the ground and etarts to 
rebound, his kicking toe drives tn- 
to the lower quarter of the ball 
and lifts it up and forward. In 
order to obtain the necessary pow- 
er, the kicker ordinarily takes one 
or two steps forward while adjust- 
ing the ball in his hands.

Matt Peasiecy handied the Vigtlant 
with such seamanship that she 
was brought off under her own 
sail power. She made port the fol- 
lowing day, although taking water 
at the rate of ten feet an hour. 
When drydocked the entire wer 
stem and a great portion the 
keel and underbody of the bie 
schooner were found to have been 
torn off. 


PROBLEM SERIOUS 

“The problem of currents on the 
Pacitic Coast is one of the most 
dificult with which mariners any- 
where are compelled to contend,” 
says Mr. Titus. “The difficulty 
arises from the fact that they are 
surface currents caused by prevail- 
ing meteorological conditions, and 
as such are subject to frequent 
change in both direction and ve- 
locity. 

“They may be flowing north this 
week and south next week, or they 
may die out entirely. The serious 
aspect of the case is that they may 
die out over night. 

“The dangerous element arises 
from the fact that no correct 
predications can be made concern- 
ing them, and thus unexpected 
currents with a velocity of three 
knot® may be encountered dur- 
ing a period of calm, thereby ac- 
celerating or retarding a vessel or 
setting it on or off shore.” 

Frequent use of the lead and a 
judicious speed in fog or heavy 
weather, then, appears to be the 
best method of averting disasie 
along the Pavific Coast.

few moments after 
cess. Three deputy sheriffs ap- 
proached Mra. Idella Champion, 
the mother; Frank Champion, the 
father, and Mra. Vera Hughes, the 
defendant's first cousin. They were 
the alibi witnesses who had sworn 
that Champion was in Texas on the 
day of the crime. 

“You are under arrest for per- 
jury. Come along,” they were told, 
and the three alibl witnesses were 
locked up in the County Jail. 


The afternoon session was be- 
gun. Defense Attorney Hahn took 
@ turn at rolling the theoretical 
dice. He asked for the arrest, on 
charges of perjury. of Harry A. 
Smith No. 1 and Harry A. Smith 
No. 2. prosecution witnesses. 
Smith No. 1 had tesfified at the 
preliminary hearing that he had 
witnessed the killing of Goldy, that 
Champion was the murderer. 
Smith No. 2 did not appear until 
the opening day of the trial. He 
declared he was the Harry A. 
Smith whe witnessed the murder, 
that Smith No. 1 was not pres- 
ent. Attorney Hahn declared one 
of the two Smiths. he did not know 
which one, had perjured himeelf, 
#0 he asked for the arrest of both. 

But Hahn failed to make his 
point. He tossed a pair of “snake 
eyes.” Superior Judge Hardy in- 
formed him that the court could 
not order the arrests; that com- 
plainte should he secured from the 
District Attorney's office. 


Argument for the defense was 
resumed. Attorney Hahn accused 
the prosecution's three eyewitness- 
es of conspiring to railroad 
Champion to the gallows to pro- 
tect the actual murderer. He de- 
clared that Champlon was extra- 
Gicted to Los Angeles on the 
strength of a,“fake" affidavit sent 
by the prosecution to the Governor 
of Ohio. The affidavit was signed 
by Smith No. 1, who testified yes- 
terday he could not remember ever 
having signed it at the. prelimi- 
nary hearing. though Jusfice Han- 
by, called as a witness, testified 
Smith No. 1 had signed it. 

Attorney Hahn accused Dep. 
Dist.-Atty. Clark of abusing his 
power of office. He declared that 
the prosecution had released from 
the County Jail on his own recog- 
nizance a prisoner charged with 
forgery on condition that he would 
testify against Champion. The 
prisoner, P. J. Fiynn, was being 
held for trial in tge absence @I 
$1590 bail. 

Many heated tills between Dep. 
Dist.-Atty. Clark and Attorney 
Hahn occurred during the day. At 
one time their remarks arose to 
a challenge to step into the hall 
and fight it out. But there was no 
fight. At another critical moment, 
Clark recalled Mrs. Vera Hughes 
to the stand. He declared that 
while Champion's motner was on 
the witness stand Mrs. Hughes was 
coaching her in her answers to 
questions by nods and shakes of 
her head. Mrs. Hughes qaenied 
such conduct on her part. 

“It is an outrage when witnesses 
come to the witness stand and 
communicate with each other 
while under oath,” he shouted. 


Dep. Dist-Atty. Meroney, in the 
prosecution's opening argument, 
declared the State had proved 
Champion had entered the dice 
game, that he and Goldy were the 
winners, that Champion was jeal- 
ous of Goldy’s luck when Goldy 
rolied “a seven” and won the pot, 
and that he forthwith shot the 
winner. He said that Champiun hid 
in Los Angeles for two days, fled 
to Mexico, then made his way to 
Cleveland, where be was uppre- 
hended. 
+ In the meantime, Champion, the 
crap-shemer,” awaits the final 
toss of the dice of fate.

13th inst., which was the date, of 
a letter written at Havasu Creek, 
also called Cataract Canyon, an 
offshoot of the Grand Canyon.

They may be tied 
up for days in perfect safety.” 

A suggestion of the hazards of | 
the voyage down the Colorado. 
River is contained in Mrs. LaRue’s | 
last letter from her husband. Mre. | 
LaRue herself made one passage | 
through the Grand Canyon and is: 
therefore not unfamiliar with its! 
perils. Miss Edith Kolb is the only | 
other woman ever to achieve the 
feat. 

An extract from LaRue’s last let- 
ter follows: 

“We reached this place this p.m. 
Roger W. Birdseye (the son of Col. 
Cc. H. Birdseye, chief topographical 
engineer of the United States Geo- 
logical Survey in charge of the 
party.) two white men and nine- 
teen Ind‘ans brought in mail and 
foodstuffse—-about 800 pounds of 
grub. We have been working very 
late and evetwbody is tired. Hit a 
bad rapid last night. Emery Kolb 
upset and we thought he was 
gone, surely gone, but he came out 
from under the boat at the lower 
end of the rapids, 300 feet down! 
the stream. He climbed on top 
of the boat and Dodge jumped in 
and swam to him. The second 
boat came through o. k. and 
caught up with Emery. They 
turned the boat over and we had 


a heck of a time getting the two 
boats back up the river to camp. 
Leigh Lint and Blake missed the 
back rock by a bair, but Freeman 
ran throuveh with lots to spare. 
Thank goodness, we could walk 
around this rapids, or the whole 
bunch would be in the hot; place 
by this time. It is better going 
from here on. Next supplies and 
mail will reach us at Diamond 
Creek, eighteen miles north of 
Peach Spring. on the Santa Fe. 
Diamond Creek ts sixty-five miles 
below here. We will reach Dia- 
mond Creek about the 28th or 
29th.” 

Those who are in the party in- 
clude Col. C. H. Birdseye, chief 
topographical engineer and chief 
of the party; Mr. LaRue, hydrau- 
lic engineer; R. C. Moore, geolo- 
gist; R. W. Burchard, topographi- 
cal engineer; E. C. Kolb, head 
boatman; Leigh Lint, boatman and 
rodman; H. KE. Blake. boatman 
and rodman, F. B. Dodge, boat- 
man and rodman, and Lewis R. 
Freeman, author and lecturer.

The Store Burglar 

“The Hole in the Wall” gang 
that operated recently in Salt Lake 
City were store burglars. | 

Store burglars work in gangs 
as a rule. They have nono of the 
finesse of the gentleman crook nor 
have they the discrimination of 
the connoisseur. — 
| The “Hole in the Wall” gang 
operated by digging a hole through 
the back or side wall of a big 
store. They cot their name by the 
modus operandi. 

There are many different meth- 
ods of entering a stere. Some 
burglars jimmy a window, others 
enter with skeleton keys, while still 
others break the glass in a door 
or window ani unlock the cater, 
This is also a favorite way of get- 
ting into a residence. Certain bur- 
glares use glass cutters and § cut 
through a window or dour glass, 
thus eliminating the nvuise of 3a 
crash. 

The careful lurglar will paste 
paper over « a gluss before he 
cracks it with «@ brick. This pre- 
vents the pieces from fiying every- 
where and making a big racket. 
Sometimes the outlaw will enter 
through a ckylight. 

The store burg op- 
erates without knowing all about 
a place. Sometimes he 
cure a job in the store to find 
where the valuable gvods are kept. 
makes his rounds and wheth 
anyone sleeps in the “joint” 
not. He will locate ail burglar 
alarms if there are ory and ar- 
range to cut the wires or pre- 
vent them from giving a signal. - 

Once inside he and his associates 
go directly to the till and rob it 
and then steal all the silks and 
other valuable merchandise they 
have “located.”’ They always have 
a big car waiting outside with 
the engine running and into this 
they pile the loot. 

“Copping a sneak” is the term 
applied to robbing a place on the 
spur of the moment. Many dJar- 
ing burglars will “ceop’'a sneak,” 
but the expert profexsional pre- 
fers to plan a joh more carefully. 

Crooks generally “cop a sneak” 
on a house by driving suddenly 
up to the door, crashing the 
“joint” by breaking a window or 
by knocking out @ door pane and 
reaching through to turn open 
the lock, and then by ging 
through bureaus, pockets and se- 
cret hiding places liks grcased 
lightning. These buralars general- 
ly are in and out of a place with 
their loot before the neighbors 
know what has happened.

Cites Remarkable Growth of 
War Organization 
Discusses Work for Session 
at San Francisco 


of the Womens 


The growth 


has bee: more rapid than that 
any other organization srowing 
out of the World War, according to 
Dr. Kate W. Barrett of Alexandria, 
Va. national president of the 
auxiliary who is now a Los An- 
geles visitor and a guest at the 
Ambassador. 

“My mission here is: primarily 
to confer with Mrs. C. W. Decker, 
the recently elected president of 
the California branch of the auxi- 
liary.” said Dr. Barrett. “We are 
making preparations for the an- 
mual convention of the auviliary, 
which will open in San Francisco 
on October 15.” 

The membership of the 
Wemen's Auxiliary now numbers 
more than 200,000, Dr. Barrett 
said, with branches in every State 
in the Union, including Alaska 
and the island possessions, and 
new members are constantly being 
enrolicd.

VISITED ALASKA 

“I wisited our posts in Alaska 
recently,” said Dr. Barrett, “and 
was surprised to note the prog- 
gees being made by the organiza- 
@ion there and the enthusiasm of 
the membership. Delegates from 
Alaska and from every post in the 
country will be in attendance at 
the convention which this year 
will deal with a number of mat- 
involving the future de-. 


policy 
adopted with reference to the 
membership of the Women’s Auxi-

other war organizations in that it 
contemplates indefinite continuity. 

“To start with the members of 
the auxiliary were recruited from 
the ranks of the mothers, wives, 
sisters or daughters of the fermer 
service men who are members of 
the American Legion,” said Dr. 
Barret “Inasmuch as this would 


new members from the younger 
generation could be added, a pian 
has been adopted to renew the 
membership from the descendants 
of Legionnaires. A junior section 
of the auxiliary has been estab- 
lished to which young girls, daugh- 
ters of Legion members are ad- 
mitted. Upon reaching the proper 
age these junior members will be- 
come meanbers of the auxiliary 
and in thie manner the existence 
of the organization will be per- 
petuated in the same manner as 
that of the D. A. R. . 


“This was thought advisable be- 
cause the auxiliary will in time 
become the chief repository of the 
historical and traditional lore of 
the great war as well as one of 
the principal Lulwarks of the spir- 
it of Americanism engendered by 
that conflict.

Referring to the activities of 
the auxiliary, the president state 
that its aim is to suppor: the 
American I<cgion in its stand on 
various questivns of national im- 


portance. 
“For one thing, we will work for 
ness,” said Dr. Barrett. 


“The mothers who saw their sons 
go to war, most of them with no 
military training, will not soon for- 
get that experience. And while an- 
other war is the last thing they 
hope will come to pass, ihey are 
determined that if 
such a should befall, their 
gongs shall be prepared for it. 


FAVORS TRAINING 

“We favor the citizens’ training 
camps conducted by the govern- 
ment in many places throughout 
the country and believe this offers 
the best solution of the prepared- 
ness problem. We do not believe 
in a large standing army but will 
do what we can for the training 
of citizen soldiers. For my part, I 
think these camps are of the ut- 
most value not only for the strict- 
ly military instruction they furnish 
but from a disciplinary «<tandpoint 
and because they are of urdoubted 
aid in the general development of 
the young men who “re trained 
there, Very few of the former sul- 
diergs who have come under my 
observation are not better men 
from their having served in. the 


One of the questions to be 
taken up for discussion at the com- 
ing auxiliary convention is that 
relating to means for the hospi- 
talization and rehabilitation of a 
large number of women who took 
an active part in the war in one 
capacity or another and were dis- 
abled. 

“There are 6000 women in this 
country today incapacitated as 4 
result of war work fur whora no 
provision 4ac teen made by the 
government or any organization 
devoted to rehabilitation work,” 
said Dr. Barrett.
